The Hank bill was introduced this 
iifteruoon, it provides for bank notea 
passing at par in all parts of Canada, 
Second, for the redemption of notes of 
insolvent banks by means of a fund lo 
be made uj) of ij per cent, on Ihe average 
bank circulation, wbi.'h means a iiiillioii 
and a half dollars always to be held by 
the government, and bearing interest at 

per cent. Thirdly, the limitation of 
tlie iiuinber of baiika by making all new 
iiisLitutious deposit a .ju u tcr of a inil- 
liiin dollars with the receiver-general be- 
fore coiiiiiienoing business. Fourthly, 
the introduction of a eompulsory audit 
system.

MR. BtKEBTS CASK 

The case of-Mr. J. C. Rykert, mem- 
ber for Lincoln, Ontario, which is now 

before I'arlinnii'nt, is a very singular 
ono. It i.s ha.sc'il uiioii let ter.s written 
l)y .Mr. Kykerl uiel mi other (liicuuientb 
in wliieli ho was iiilereated. 'I'lie 
getiuineiiciis of theae dociiineutti is not 
called in question by Mr. Rykert. The 
motion consists almost entirely of these 
papers and uxtraets, and it was made 
by Sir 1-vicliard Cartwright. 

The story wliieli the papers tell is one 
■wliieli every true Caiiadiaii must read 
with puiii. They tell us that about the 
beginning of the mouth, of April, 1882, 
Mr. Rykert applied to the Government 
of the Dominion for a grant of certain 
timber limits in tlie Korthwest Terri- 
tories, at or near Cypress Hills, for Mr. 
Joliii Adams. It in seen that Mr. Ry- 
kert was not altogether disinterested in 
Ilia efforts to obtain the timber limits 
for his friend. He had an interest, and 
a very large interest, in the succeaa of 
Ida efforts, as the following agreement 
shows : 

." Meinoi'iuiduni of agreeineut made 
this third day of April, A.D. I8S•2:— 
]ietween John Adams, of tlie (Mty of 
Winnipeg, of the lirat part ; and Nannie 
Marie Rykert, of the City of .St. 
Catharines, of the .second part. 

" Whereas the aliove named John 
Adams has, tluinigli liie intervention of 
John C'hai'le.s Rykert, obtained certain 
limits in the \orth-\\'est Territories, at 
or near Cypic-i.-j Hill.s, and has, in con- 
sideration of the services of the said 
Rykert, voluntarily given him, agreed, 
to and with the saiil party hereto of the 
second part, to give to her one-half the 
proceeds of the said limit, after ileduct- 
iug all e-vpeiLses connected tlierewilh : 

" Witne.sseth, that the said party of 
the lirsl part, in consideration of the 
sum of one dollar to him in hand, paid 
by the party of the second part, the re- 
ceipt whereof is hereby acknowledged, 
Hud in further consideration of the pre- 
mises, hath agreed, and by these pre- 
sents doth agree, to assign and transfer 
to the tsaid party of the Kecond part one- 
half interest in the limits applied for 
and to be granted by the Uoverniiieut 
at or near the Cyprus Hills, in the 
North-West Territory, and to pay over 
and account to licr for one-half of all the 
net proceeds of the sale of all tiinbcr 
tbei:^Qn or for the purchase money de- 
rived therefrom, after deducting all ex- 
penses and charges in connection there- 
with.". ~. , 

" Witness the hands and seals of the 
perties hereto the liiiy and year above 
written. 

" (.Signed) John Ada.ms. 

"Witness; (Signed) J. C. RvKKRT.' 

The parliamentary paper shows by 
extracts from Mr. Rykert's letters that 
he had a good deal of dilliculty in get 
ting tlie necessary Urder-in-C)ouiieil 
Writing to Adams Mr. Kykert says: 

"It will be satisfactory to know, after 
my hard figlit with the Government, 
that I did got wh.it you anticipated. I 
would not go through the same difficul- 
ty again for twice the amount. I never 
spent auoh six weeks before as I did 
while endeavoring to force the I )ei)art- 
iiient to do justice. The fact of their 
Jiaving refused McCarthy before h.ol a 
good dual to do witli the delay and re- 
fusal. Poor l.aidlaw. I am pl.-a^ed lie 
did not gel the start of tlii.s cliild. 11 
thought he uas smart imd )ia,l all the 
iiilhieiic'c of I he eciimlry at hi.s back. I 
think another lime they will recognize 
the fact thai J.i', K. is not very easily 
defeated ut uiiythiiig." 

There was some difficulty in getting 
the business sell led and Mr. Rykert 
was not able to gel complete pos.sesaion 
of the limits withoul exercising iiKue in- 
flueaoe, and using muans of piusuasion 
"which he evidently regarded as more 
potent. The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Compahy oluimed that the limits which 
Mr. Rykert thought he had secured 
were within the Railway belt. He found 
it hard work lighting that powerful cor- 
poration, appears from the following 
extracts from his letters to his friend 
Adams: 

In the letter of 28th January, 1S8.! : 
"Iliaveto goto Ottawa to-morrow 
night to light the matter out, which I 
do uot liko, I seem to have all the 
hardest part of it to do. I have Bowel I 
working for me. And if we succeed in 
beating the railway, wo will have to pay 
the amount y/e agreed to pay, as you 
recollecitt when wo two were in the 
(.iucon's Hotel. I have not slept for a 
week on aecoimt of tliis. Wo must 
keep perfectly i|u;el." 

And in the same letter, further on : 
"I am engaging all I .:an to assist m 



ut Ottawa, and we w ill h: 



pay 



them well for it, as we cannot all'ord" 
lose t his." 

And in the letter of the 12th Feb- 
ruary, I S.S.'I : 

" 1 have not yet suceceded in doing 
anytbiiig, hut I am ))iilling wires in 
ovory direction, .lohn A. 'a son from 
Winnipeg, McArllmr's partner, i.s here, 
iiiid I intend (Miipliiyiug' him to go for 



his father. I think il you iiad 



young 



Tupper here, ai.d paid him pretty well 
ho would help ua materially. The 
Cunudiiin I'aeilic Railway has a great 
hold on tlio ( lovcinnieiift, and -we must 
counteract this in liiiine way." 

And in the saiiio letter ; ' 
, "I am completely siuk of it, as it is 



something I had no right to expect, and 
which I should not De called upon to 
iinddr'take. If it costs all we spoke of, 
wo had bettor do it than let it go." 
-'And in another letter, dated 5th 
Marchj 1883, he says : 

"I have not yet succeeded in getting 
aYiyfhing done in the limit matter. 1 
have brought Macdenald and Tupper 
from Winnipeg, and hope they will be 
able io induce their' fathers to act 
promptlj^f!!thaTmatter. 

"I am almo^tf,' discouraged at the do 
lay.^ t^ndii iis/wrltibg . lUQ daily about 
it. ;'. He knows all about it.^ Some per 
sons' sent him the papers containing thu 
stateBKmtftiv Will iniikc any effort this 
weekj^^tafiaf^uBt do something, if we 
hava:iio1l£#.ii Inbtc apiece go. " 

And in'the letter of the 8th March 

"I find difficulties 'surrounding us in 
every, way .in reference to the limit, any 
I find that, the Canadian Pacific Rail wa. 
have certain uiihistors working for them 
t um afraid it will cost us each six or 
seven thousand dollars to get this made 
all right. 1 have five or six at work 
with ine, and have agreed to pay them 
well if they succeed. Muckle was here 
and told nie the limit was all within the 
belt. I am afraid they will do their 
very utmost to defeat me. I want to 
1)0 satisfied that youaro sure I iwn doing 
what is right, and also that you will 
back mo out in all that I do in the way 
■)f payment." 

Again on the 2Sth March, ISS.S : 

"I am having a hard time with tlu 
imit matter. It will cost us each at 
least S5,500 to get this through. 1 have 
iiiid my ropes so that I exiiect to hiivo 
it settled in a few days. I liave a dozen 
it work for us. Von must lie prepared 
'.o pay the amount of your share at any 
'dnic, as it will have to be all cash. 
When this is settled we must get rid of 
ill the notes and have un end of it. It 
las completely used ine up. The ex 
ntement uuil strain is too much for me 
1 had Tupper and Macdonald brought 
irom Winnipeg, and they have been 
.vorkiiig hard for me." 

It is necessary to explain here that 
.\dams had previous to this sold the 
imits to Mr. Louis Sanda of Michigan 
for the very considerable sum of S200, 
KJO. The limits, which had cost 
.Vdania only five didlars a sipiare mill 
iie .sold to Sands for two thousaud do 
lars a sipiarc mile. Most pcojile will 
regard this as a very protitahle traiisai 
tiou. Mr. Rykert, or rather Mrs. \iyl 
irt, as per agreement, shared in the 
ilie profits of this transaction, as tlu 
following recei])!, taken from the Vote: 
md Proceedings, will show: — 

"WiNNifKii, Man., Kith Jan., ISSU 

"Received of John Adams $3i3,0tX) in 
,asli by draft on the Bank of Mon 
! real, and four notes of Louis Sands for 
>;ii),2()0, payable in one and two years 
All payable to the oi'der of .Mrs. N. M 
liykert, and in full of the money pay 
ible to her under agreement. 

"(Signed) J. C. Rykeiit. 

"Her Attorney.' 

It leaked out in the course of tiim 
that such a transaction bad been elTect 
•d, and in May oi tlie same year Mr 
. 'liurlton from his place in Parliament 
isked M r. Rykert if what he heard wa 
true, stating the particulars. This was 
Mr. Rykert's reply: — 

" The hou. gentleman has asked me 
.several questions, and I propose now to 
inswer them. I neithei' directly nor iii- 
.lirectly drew the money he apoke oil', 
nor put any sum in my pocket except 
professional fees, and professional fees 
only. 1 deny that I negotiated any tiiii- 
iier lea.se for Mr. Adams, or any other 
person. On the I'ontrary, Mr. Adaiu.s 
had his own agents to negotiate for him; 
ho made his own bargain, and f had 
nothing to do with it, and did not 
pocket the money the hon. gentleman 
has spoken of. On the contrary, 1 ad- 
vised Mr. Adams not to dispose of the 
limit, but to work it. The hon. gentle- 
nan on several occasions has made re- 
marks outside of the House to the same 
elTect, and I am glad now to have an 
opportunity to give it an emphatic de- 
nial." 

Mr. Hugh J. Macdonal.l and .Mr. J. 
C. Tupper — the former in a letter ad- 
Ireased to his father. Sir John Macdon- 
.ild, and the latter in one addressed to 
the Hon. Mr. Bowell — deny in the most 
unqualified terms that they had any- 
thing to do, cither directly or indirectly, 
with the negotiations respect in 
the timber limits which Mr. 
Rykert mentions in his let 
ters. " Neither of us," says M|r. 
.Vfaodonald, " Mr. Tupper, or myself, had 
anythitti; to do with either obtaining or 
selling the land in question, nor were 
we, directly or indirectly, interested in 
it in any way." Mr. Tupper writes : 
I" You have already read to the Hon 
|Mr. Hugh J. Macdonald's telegram 
idenyihg Mr. Rykert's telegram respect- 
ing both himself and me. I do not, 
therefore, consider it necessaiy to do 
more at present than to say to you that 
t was never " brought" to Ottawa hy 
.Mr. Kykerl as he states in his letler of 
'iStli March, 1883, nor was I ever re 
iiuested by him or any one on his be 
half, to come ta Ottawa, and I never 
acted for Mr. Rykert, Mr. Adams, or 
Mr. Sands in Ottawa, or anywhere else 
in this matter." 

It is not likely tliiit there was any 
more truth in the extracts of tiio letter 
implicating persons connected with the 
government than there was in the state 
iiientfl respecting Mr. Macdonald and 
Mr. Tupper. 

Sir Richard Cartwriglit'a motion c 
eluded with the following paragraph 

"That the conduct of the said John 
(j. Rykert in the premises is and has 
been discreditable, corrupt and scandal- 

oiia." 

Ill his siieech on making Ida moii<jn, 
Sir Richard Cartwriglit did not confine 
himself to the case before him. He did 
his hast to damage it by making sweep- 
ing aeounalioiis against the jj;irty which 
.supports Sir .(ohii .Macdonald. This was 
impolitic as well as unjust. He alto- 
gether umieceBsarily created a prejudice 
.igaiiiat himself and liia ease among 
those whom be asked to condemn Mr. 
Rykert. He, t<jo, diverted the atten- 
tion of the House from the matter un- 
der consideration and provoked debate 
on Huhjects which had nothing to do 
with it. One would think from Sir 
Richard Cartwright'a ti;iiu ami language 
that he did not want a diHpa.saionatu or 
an Impartial decision upon it. He should 
have assumed the virtue of impartiality 
though it isb'uttoo evident he has it not. 
Ho, when thoro was not the slightest 
occasion for it, niado .Mr. Rykert's case 
a party iiuestion and prepared the minds 
of hiv audience to listen to the up. 
peal to party spirit which Mr. 
Rykert did not fail to make. 
Mr, Rykert did not deny the au tliontioity 
of tho letters or call in question the ue- 
uracy of Sir Richard (^artwright's 
atalemonts of fact. Ho contended that 
ho he-d done nothing wrong, and read a 
letter from tho Hou, Wai. MnlJougall 
Kiviug it as his opinion that thu *tate- 
ments and admisslona made by Mr. 
Rykert m the letters did not "prove or 
imply corrupt dealings with tlie tJov- 
ermiionfc or any member thereof," and 
that ije had not beun guilty of any vio- 



lation of the Independence of Parlia- 
ment Act. Mr. Rykert doniatrded a 
fair and impartial triah "Lot," ho 
said, "this qi.estion go befoio a Com- 
mittee of the House, where it can be 
properly investigated." This request 
\ihe majority of the House lias grunted, 
and we have no doubt that substantial 
justice will be done to Mr. Rykert and 
that tho honor and purity of Parliament 
vindicated.

Thcao 
figures world hIiom' what he was aliout 
to slate— -that the goveriinnMit, led by 
t'.ie lion, gentloiuiii opposite, bad delib- 1 
erately paid two prices to workmen who 1 
had votes just on the evo of a general I 
election. Ho did not say that that 
government had any intention in 
so doing — it was merely a singular 
ooincidonco. Not for one moment would 
he suggest that tho move was studied 
or doUberntoly plannedr The hon. gen- 
tleman (Hon. Air. Beaven) hail taunted 
the present government with continuing 
the day labor system at tho dock after 
coming into power. It was true ii; a 
sense. Ontfof the first things that- the 
prusetit government did on assuming 
power was to transfer to the Dominion 
government the dock and apply for ii 
return to the prbvinpe'bf^, ttU'monies ex-, 
peiidod in , tlie construction.: work.: It 
would timvo been,., manifestly un'wdse 
while the arrangemonts.'in. conneoticiii 
with the transfer to the Dominion of the 
dock, and tho return to the province of 
money expended thereon was pending 
to have discussed tbo question of day 
labor. The hon, leader of the opposi- 
tion iuid one other lamentation. Thuro 
was a largo amount of money coming 
into the province, and as that hon. geu- 
hloman did not take a broad view of any 
i|Ucslioii he iiiiturally objected to sec 
the large voliiine of revenue 
llowiiig 111 when he, in the 
oppiisit inn, riiiihl have :io opportun- 
ity of handling. No matter where a 
person was in polities he sboiild be glad 
lo. see the eountry prospering; tbe ef- 
forts of a useful and rightly conslitutvil 
iip|iositioii sluiiibl be devoted to forcing 
or aiding llie goveiiiiiirnt iu ilirecliiig 
allairs to serve the be'st inlerests of the 
liroviiu'o. It was an uiili:i|ii)y sight 
when a sl:item;iii fell lo the level 
where be could only carp and 
grumble beiainso money was coming in 
in abunila nee lo the proviiieial eotl'ers 
and the einiiitry was pios|iering. .\ live, 
eiiergetie, high niinileil opposilinn was 
useful; but when llie oppo.^ilioii degen- 
erated til mere fault-liinlers lieeaiise 
the government ailiiiinislered albiirs in ii 
proper, jiidieious and libeial-mii::Uril 
niaiiuer and brought the country whose 
atrairs tliey were ill the ilireei ion of to the 
Hood tide of prosperity; the less Ibal was 
siiid of lliem the bettor. The leader of 
the opposition eiunpared the land sales 
of to-day wilh tbe sales when he was at 
the head iif allaiis. Of course tbe .sales 
had iiieieased; settlers did not want to 
make their homes in a country presided 
oyer by men who lent no assistance to 
developing tho country, aud whose 
policy was essentially u picayune, 
cheese • paring one of false econ- 
omy. Now tbe settlers and 
the capitalists were coming in; and tho 
road maker and the schoolmaster fol- 
lowed close iu their footsteps. During 
llie regime of the now leader of the op- 
pnsiiiun the lauds hod no attractions to 
present to cither capitalist or settler. 
.Vow when that lion, gentleman (.Mr. 
Heaven) lie:iiil tile surge of the great 
wave of priisperity ili.il was sweeping 
over tbe land he did not throw up his 
cap, but simply sat and carped and 
grumbled at tin; giiveriiiiieiit ibat bad 
made, the rinintry pmsper. In refer- 
ence to wb;il had I cell s:iid by the Hon. 
leader of the iippn.-iitioii in reganl to ihe 
lands and win ks de|iarlmeiit : 'I'hat bun. 
gentleman bad said tliat no iine ciuild 
get anything from the depart ineiit un- 
less he was a sii|iporter of the gov- 
ernmi'iit. W lien the hon. gentle- 
man himself had held tbe poiifolio 
of chief eoimiiissioner of hauls and 
works it u;is a i.-oinmoii s:iying that if a 
settler dillei ing from the giivernment in 
polities came lo bin. with ;.ny reipiest 
lie Would ga/e at biiii in surprise as he 
eiujuireil, "What right have yon to ;isk 
for anything ; you're not on our side. " 
Now when the lion, gentleman took bis 
drives out into the country and saw re- 
spectable and intelligent men working 
upon the roiids he natuially imagined 
from their upiiearonco that Ibey were 
L'nvei niiiciit supporters. Of i imu sc 
these men were friends of the goverii- 
iiiciit, because the very great majority 
of the people of British Columbia were ; 
if more governineiit supporters were to 
be found on the public works than su]i- 
|iiirters of tbe opposition it was because 
the majority of government men was 
everywhere so great. Tbe leader 
of the opposition had dwelt upon 
the smalhiess of the annropriationa for 
next year. Tho govermnent bad a good 
sum for next year; hut they bad placed 
a large part of it upon the supplcnient 
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leader of the opiiosilion h.ul, broadly, 
fiaid that the whole eleetoralo hud been 
bribed will. Ihoir own money. Could 
lieofl'er any greater insult to Ibe eh dors 
of British Columbia How were they id- 
i leged to liii.x-e been bribed ? fiy the coii- 
I i-itiuciion of roads, bridgoii, acbool bouses, 
I etc., ■.vhtie they were iiecesH.iry to ud- 
I vancE the prosperity of the cou'itry? 
The charge was an atrocious falsehood 
and a gross slander upon the electors of 
liritish Columbia, who, when thoy came 
Lo the polls. Would show that they knew 
how to resent such a slur. As tho at- 
torney-general bad said, " that was how 
tbe people liked to be liribod." By 
good governineiit, by the judicious ex- 
pemliiiire of the public inoiiey so that 
it would do the greatest good to the 
gre:Uest number. The leader of tho 0]i- 
positiim had delivered a tremendous 
oration upon the incoiiipetence of the 
present govermnent. He hud said that 
any . business man could handle the 
revenue of tho country, and yet gross 
errors were made by the iireseiil rmaiice 
minister. This staleinent waa founded 
oil the fact that the revenue 
had largely exceeded tlic estimates. 
It waa a diilicult, an iinposBilde matter 
for any finance minister to form a close 
ualculatinn of the incuuiing and out- 
going rovenuo of u provinoe like British 
Columbia. If tho hon. gontlemun (Mr, 
Beaven) would carry his mind back to 
the palmy days of his reign he "would 
find when tho revenue was infinitely 
snutllcr, wb^u the country was 
jogging along,. at a slow- dog trot, the 
calculations wore much further olT than 
they were to-day. Jh'e ' Jliiiiatcr of 
li'inanec. would hu ablo.to, produce facts 
and ligiiies to prove this before llic ]ire- 
aeiit debate closed. Ill fact it was true 
as the member for Ca.sslar had said un- 
guardedly, " as long aa the government 
go on 08 they are now there can 
be no change." The pi'esent government 
was in toucii with the people and their 
policy was in accordance with the true 
principles of responsible goveriinient. 
The member for CiiKsiar had paid the 
government t be hi diesl eompliiiieiit that 
tbi.'V or any gm ei iinn nl eniild receive, 
'i'he le.Liler of t he appi isit iuii had said 
tint he eiiiibl no! lind hnignaiii; in whieh 
to express his euiit('iii[)t bir the goverii- 
iiienl. The n-ni:irk was in very bad 
taste, and it xias prnbalily expressed 
because he fnuiidlhc giivernnieiit too 
miieb for him, and bis foU iwing bad 
dwindled down to uliiiost w bat niigbt be 
termed tbe small end of iiolbiiig. The 
goveriinient bad held nliiee fur aliiiost 
eight ye. us now, ami tln-y would for 
aiiotber eight \i-.\v^. The np|iiisilion 
sbullld ill-op iheir linle pelly attarks 
that i|iiislion phu i d nntlii' paper by 
tbeir h'iuler a few d iys ago iiriiie him 
(the premier) blilsb, and bad been pio- 
ii'-unced disgraceful by even friends of 
tho hon. geiitleinan who asked il 
— for the leader of what was aup 
posed to lie a great party lo bring 
before' tho Houso the slanders 
of an anonymous writer in a newspaper 
of two or three years ago was sutlicient 
to bring the blush of sliaine to tlic faces 
of his followers The leader of the op- 
]iiisitiiiii wuiil.l tiiid that as long an he 
pursiieil ihe pulit'eal lines that he liad 
followed for the past few years ho would 
have no chance to get into power, lb 
would have to risu ulioveauch mean, littl 
tricks before he could hopo for a cliaug' 
of power or the leadership of an op 
position .of respectable numbers. It 
was regrettable that there was not 
little more strength^in the oppositioi) of 
tho British CoTumb^i House. >Vhen 
steel struck steel there was some 
pleiisuro in political combat and the 
country derived benefit from the exist 
ence of nn opposition. 

The speech of the hon. prt'irior oc 
ciipie 1 over an hour and a ijuartcr in its 
delivery, and it waa iiiost enlliusiastical 
ly received, 

.Mr, .Si'iolin did not think any eiedii 
was dill.' to tbe government for tbe pros 
perity of the country. The re:il foree at 
Work was the C. P. I-!. Tbe premier 
tbongbt that bis giivee-iiiiieiit were 
titled to the credit for the prosperity of 
tbe rounlry, but tliey were not prepari 
to shoulder the respon-dliility for I 
failures ipaile during the life of the pi 
sent government , The lion, ]irovinci;d 
secretary b id aeeiiseil the op|iosiiion n 
winding up a crank on edi eatinnal ipies 
tions. .-Ml tiiey did waa to have tin 
courage to ask for a return in referenei 
lo eilikaliomil matters. The preiuiei 
bad afterwards gone further am 
asked for a committoo to iiivesti 
g.ito the matters in question. That 
comniiUee was still at work, and it 
would be liremature to say any t liing in 
regard lo the subject of tludr eiiipiiry 
until they presented their report to the 
I louse. The premier baa disclaimed 
political motives in conducting the af- 
l.iirs of the education department and 
linking appoiiitmenla therein. It was 
guild policy for him to get rid of active 
ii|i|Haii Ills by presenting them with of- 
li' e, .1- ill tbe case of the supecintendent 
:uiil inspector. It was a practice often 
adopted by acute politicians. As fail- 
ures of the present government bo 
iuBtunced the incident of the snperiii- 
tendcnt of police, the consolidation 
of the statutes, the strained relations 
between the Kducation Departnieiil and 
the ie:iehers, the iiuestion nf the ex- 
change of hind in the ra.ilway belt for 
l.iiid ill the IVace Riw.r district.
